of the greatest temperance orations eVer 
'heard, and in none of hie public 
ad- 


dresses did he show more plainly his 
wonderful gifts. 
His speech was made 


in court, and Ingersoll's client was a 
liquor manufacturer. 
Although 
the 


.oration has beeo published and repub- 
lished, it is such a typical sample of In- 
gersoll'e burning eloquence, that we 
append it: 


"I am aware that thero is a prejudice 


against any man-engaged in .the marju- 
factare-of alcohol.'. I believe that from 
the time it issues from the coiled and 
poisonous worm in.the distillery until it 
empties into the hell of death, dishonor, 
and crime, it' demoralizes everybody 
that touches it, from tho source to where 
it ends. I do not believe anybody can 
contemplate the subject without becom- 
ing prejudiced against that liquor crime. 


- -'All. we have to do, gentlemen, is to 


think of the wrecks on either bonk of 
the stream of death; of the suicides, of, 
the;insanity; of the poverty, 'of the ig- 
torance, of the destitution; of the litft 
children tugging at the faded-&nd weary

Opposition to the Ruling. 
Janesville dentists are> interested in 


the action of the state board of dental 
examiners in demanding of all dental 
colleges that the graduates they send to 
the state for certificates admitting them, 
to practice must have been educated in 
the high school for two years at lefist or 
its equivalent has aroused some bitter 
feeling. 


Dr. Arpphy of the Chicago Dental 


college has been one of the bitterest op- 
ponents of the rule laid down by the 
state board of examiners. He we'nt be- 
fore the meeting of the State Dental 
society which was held last week in 
Madison and argued that the state offi- 
cials were taking a wrong course to com- 
pel graduates from the colleges to show 
that they had been educated in the high 
school for at least» two years. 
He 


claimed that it would work harm pa the 
colleges and that if it is necessary for a 
man to knjw Latin, Greek and a smat- 
tering of other classical knowledge in 
order to be a professional dentist. 


Dr. Ctirson of 
Brodhaad, who is a 


member of the state board; says he and 
hia collengues are still convinced .that 
dental graduates, who expect te earn a 
living in'this state must show that they 
ure 'sufficiently educated to hold a cer- 
tificate. 
Some time ago, said Dr. Car- 


son, one of the Chicago Dental college 
graduates requested the board to grant 
him a certificate on ,the diploma he hf.d 
received from t'ho college. He was re- 
fused, on the grounds that his alma ma 
ter declined to be amenable to the regu 
lations prescribed by the state dental 
examiners. He had a writ of mandamus 
issued by the court to compel the board 
to give him the certificate.
